Fred Antrobus Passed Away In 
Calgary On Sunday Following An 
Illness Of Several Months 

Had Served Community Faithfully As A Council¬ 
lor And Mayor For Fifteen Years; Had Been Police 
Magistrate For Past Nine Years. 


It was with a sense of real 
regret that Coleman citizens 
generally heard the news 
broadcast on Sunday evening 
which carried the announce¬ 
ment of Fred Antrobus’ death 
at Calgary that day. Deceased, 
64 years, had been in ill-health 
for several months and had 
been a patient in a Calgary 
hospital for a month. 

Born in Golborne, Lancashire, 
England, he came to Canada 
and settled in Coleman in 1911. 
He opened a shoe repair store 
in the building now occupied 
by the post office and went into 
partnership with a Mr. Fred 
Cody. He enlisted in the 192nd 
Battalion in the First Great 
War and served overseas. Upon 
his returTT-from overseas he 
again settled in Coleman, once 
again operating a shoe repair 
store and working in Interna¬ 
tional, first as a miner and lat¬ 
er upon receiving his third class 
papers as a fireboss. 

He later purchased the main 
street premises which he occu¬ 
pied up until his death and con¬ 
ducted a shoe store in conjunc¬ 
tion with his shoe repair trade 
up until about 1937. 

He entered the town council 
in 1930 and served as a council¬ 
lor for ten years before he be¬ 
came mayor in 1940, a position 
he retained until he retired 
from municipal politics in 1945. 

He was a Justice of the Peace 
for two years before being ap¬ 
pointed as Police Magistrate 9 
years ago. 

An ardent supporter of the 
provincial Social Credit party he 
took an active part in political 
campaigns and up until the last 
election in August was constit¬ 
uency chairman of the Social 
Credit party for Pincher Creek- 
Crows Nest. He sold out his 
business in order to devote his 
entire time to provincial govern¬ 
ment insurance and allied busi¬ 
ness. 

He was keenly interested in

Rev. T.M. Murray 
Paid A Visit To 
Old Home Town 

First Came to Coleman in 
1906 and it was Under His 
Ministry That Present Unit¬ 
ed Church Was Built; Mar¬ 
ried Some of Coleman’s 
Couples. 

After an absence of thirty 
years Rev. T. M. Murray return¬ 
ed to St. Paul’s United church 
to pay a brief visit with Dr. and 
Mrs. R. Magowan and members 
of the church congregation, 
several of the latter having 
been members of his congrega¬ 
tion during his ministry here 
from 1906 to 1915.

While serving as minister here 
Rev. Murray performed a num¬ 
ber of wedding ceremonies and 
during a brief conversation re¬ 
vealed that he had married Mr. 
and Mrs. Joe Plante, Mr. and 
Mrs. Alex. Easton, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jack Nash, Mr. and Mrs. Thom¬ 
as Gushul, now of Blairmore. 

Their four children, Victor, 
Jean, Rachael and Mary were 
all born in Coleman and started 
their education in the local 
schools. He revealed that Vic¬ 
tor is now married and has a 
family of two sons. He resides 
in Toronto. Jean is now Mrs. 
Shier, has a daughter and re¬ 
sides with her husband at Eu¬ 
genia Falls, Ont., Rachael is 
now Mrs. Kenneth Hilts, of 
Woodstock, Ont. and she has 
one son. Mary is now Mrs. Gor¬ 
don Kirby and has two sons. 
She resides with her family at 
Hamilton, Ont. 

Following their departure 
from Coleman Rev. Murray 
and his family took up residence 
at Verschole, Ont. where they 
resided seven years. They re¬ 
sided in turn at Powassan and 
Kilsyth, Ont. and in 1941 he re¬ 
tired from the active ministry 
and took up residence at Owen 
Sound where he and Mrs. Mur¬ 
ray reside today.

1821 Citizens Take Advantage Of 

T. B. X-Ray .Clinic’s Visit To 

Coleman; Now Working Blairmore 
• • • 

Monday Morning Saw 358 Persons Pass Through 
Clinic In A Three Hour Period; Attendance Was 
Average For A Town Of This Size 


The final count at the close of 
the T.B. Clinic Tuesday evening 
was 1821. 

Up to 9.30 Tuesday morning 
1653 citizens had been X-rayed 
by the T.B. X-ray clinic which 
had been operating locally since 
last Thursday morning. The 
unit is in charge of Technician 
Edward Chyzowski, assisted by 
Mr. .Stanley Cameron, provin¬ 
cial T.B. Rehabilitation officer 
with head office at Calgary, who 
is pinch-hitting for a member 
of the unit’s staff who was un¬ 
able to make the Coleman trip. 
Miss May Dudley, of Hillcrest, 
presided over the task of issuing 
the film. 

Coleman ladies who volun¬ 
teered to aid in the clerical 
work included Miss Helen Rog¬ 
ers, Miss Annie Tarcon, Mrs. 
Annie McLean and daughter 
Doris, and Miss Winnifred Dun¬ 
lop. Coleman Lions Club, spon¬ 
sor of the Clinic’s Coleman visit, 
express sincere thanks to the 
aforementioned ladies for their 
much appreciated assistance. 

On Sunday afternoon Messrs 
Chyzowski and Cameron were 
the guests of Board of Trade 
president Percy Dickieson who 


took them on a three hours mo¬ 
tor trip through the Crows Nest 
Pass as far as Fernie pointing 
out scenes of interest. On Mon¬ 
day they travelled to 

the International coal strip and 
saw men and machinery at 
work. 

Starting work Thursday eve¬ 
ning the unit X-rayed 239 in a 
three hour period. On Friday 
morning 307 were X-rayed; Fri¬ 
day night 251 passed through; 
Saturday morning 155; Satur¬ 
day evening, 157; Monday morn¬ 
ing 358; Monday night, 191. 
Tuesday’s results were not 
available as this story was be¬ 
ing written. 

When asked by The Journal 
how Coleman’s average ranked 
with the rest of the province in 
towns of similar size he remark¬ 
ed that in a 4,400 population 
there were usually 2,500 X-rays. 
Coleman’s population however 
is approximately 3,500 so that 
the attendance at the unit here 
is just about average with the 
rest of the province. 

This morning the unit went to 
work at Blairmore. It will visit 
Hillcrest and Bellevue in turn 
before leaving for Lethbridge.

ONE OF THE GREATEST and most grave of the human problems 
arising from the war is that of the hundreds J>f thousands of displaced 
persons left in the areas of Germany, Austria and Italy now occupied by 
the Western powers. Accommodated in camps, these people have awaited 
the fulfilment of the promise that they would some day be given the oppor¬ 
tunity of finding new homes and making their living in lands where their 
freedom and independence would be assured. Although this intention has 
not been altered in any way, and havens have been found for many, a 
great many more are still waiting to be placed, after more than forty 
months in “D.P." camps. 

In spite of the fact that the International Refugee 
Some Returned Organization reduced the number of people in its 
To Native Land care by 244>00 ° durin §' the first y ear it was in 

operation, 600,000 remained to be placed at the 
first of May of this year. Of the 244,000 removed from the camps, 77,000 
were repatriated and 167,000 emigrated overseas and to various parts of 
Europe. It was intended that homes should be found for all displaced per¬ 
sons in the Western-occupied areas inside of three years, and it is apparent 
that the work” will have to be considerably accelerated if this time limit is 
to be met. Lack of shipping space and the fact that many of the 21 coun¬ 
tries which had participated in the formation of the Refugee Organization 
were willing to accept, for the most part, only able-bodied workers for 
Specific tasks, have made the problem more difficult.

Council Asks Ottawa To Subsidize 
Milk Prices; Seek Additional Labor 
For Town Work Projects

Honor Memory Of Late Ex-Mayor Fred Antrobus; 
Granting of Water Services May Be Costly In 
Some Cases. 


Regular meeting of council 
was held on Tuesday evening. 
Present deputy mayor John 
Ramsay, Councillors Jenkins, 
Dutil, Lowe and Wood. 

Out of respect for the mem¬ 
ory of the late ex-mayor Fred 
Antrobus council stood at one 
minute’s silence. A letter of 
sympathy will be sent to Mrs. 
Antrobus by council. 

Following the reading of 
the minutes of the last meet¬ 
ing Councillor Wood objected 
to the prevailing practice of 
committee chairmen making 
decisions on their own with¬ 
out the formality of notifying 
committee members of their 
actions. Following discus¬ 
sion it was agreed that in fu¬ 
ture chairmen will first en¬ 
deavor to contact their com¬ 
mittee members before a de¬ 
cision is made and should 
they be unable to contact the 
members and a decision is 
made the members are to be 
informed of the decision as 
soon as possible thereafter. 

The 44th annual convention 
is scheduled for Calgary on 
Oct. 14-15. Mayor Aboussafy, 
Councillors Lowe and Jenkins 
will attend. Should Councillor 
Wilson wish to attend he is 
to be included in the delega¬ 
tion. 

Deputy mayor Ramsay re¬ 
ported on the UMWA sub¬ 
district meeting held in Blair- 
more last Friday. The subject 
discussed had been milk and 
it Was agreed to write Ottawa 
asking that a subsidy be 
placed on milk. It had been 
agreed at that meeting to 
have the councils of Coleman 
and Blairmore also write Ot¬ 
tawa asking for a subsidy on 
milk. The local council agreed 
to send the letter. 

Joe Biegun asked council to 
service him with light and 
water. During discussion it 
was revealed that three homes 
on the Flat required water 
and Norman Plante at the 
rear of Third street was in 
need of water. All will be 
furnished with light. How¬ 
ever 500 feet of 4 inch pipe 
will require three to four 
months delivery time so that 
it would not be feasible to 
give them water service until 
spring. Mr. Plante will be 
asked to meet the Light and 
Water committee to deter¬ 
mine how best he can get 
water services. Due to his lo¬ 
cation it would cost $450 to 
bring it in by Third street and 
$125 by Fourth street. In the 
latter case however, Mr. 
Plante would be forced to dig 
through Nez Perce creek and 
up a steep embankment to 
reach Fourth street which is a 
project of considerable mag¬ 
nitude. 

A tenant in one of the 
shacks sitting almost atop 
Nez Perce creek at the east 
end of town is without water. 
Before dredging the creek bed 
the town foreman asked how 
deep the water pipe lay in the 
creek bed and was told by the 
owner’s son that it was deep 
enough to be out of danger of 
the dredge. This information 
proved to be incorrect with 
the result that the pipe was 
ripped up by the dredger. The 
town refuses to relay the pipe 
and the matter now rests in 
the hands of the owner Steve 
Janostak who now resides at 
Grand Forks, B. C., and who 
has not replied to a town let¬ 
ter on the subject. 

The absence of a monthly 
report from Medical Health 
Officer was finally noticed 


by council. Secretary was in¬ 
structed to ask the M.H.O. 
for monthly reports on the 
town’s sanitary condition. 

Council heard a report on 
an elderly lady who is mak¬ 
ing herself a public nuisance. 
On Tuesday evening she 
threw a rock through a neigh¬ 
bor’s window. Chief of Police 
was asked to investigate the 
case land have a report ready 
for council’s study at the next 
meeting. 

M^ich work remains to be 
done by the town before the 
freeze up. In order to com¬ 
plete this work it was 
agreed by council to engage 
miners on idle days who wish 
to work for the town at 87ic 
per hour which is the prevail¬ 
ing rate of pay for town work¬ 
men. 

Help Required At 
Skating Arena 

Volunteer help would be 
greatly welcomed at the skat¬ 
ing arena. All material for 
re-roofing the arena is now 
on hand and with a little help 
it would not take long to get 
the material in place and the 
arena made ready for winter. 

The flat section of the roof 
is being covered by a built up 
roof which means that sever¬ 
al rolls of paper are being laid 
one atop the other and then 
covered with a thick seal coat 
of tar. Two rolls of paper 
and the tar are still to be put 
into place and with a number 
of workers it would not re¬ 
quire too much time to get 
the work done.

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Woman Operating Fur Trading 
Post Scorns Dictates Of Fashion 


WINNIPEG. — The "new look"! 
neither appeals to Mrs. Emma John¬ 
son nor is she obliged by the dic¬ 
tates of fashion to wear it. Virtually 
the year-round she wears slacks or 
ski pants, sweaters and a parka. 

Mrs. Johnson, widow of a. year 
who has two children, runs a fur 
trading post at Lost Bay on Uchi 
Lake about 35 miles from the min¬ 
ing town of Red Lake, Ont. She 
likes the life so much that she hasn’t 
the slightest intention of “returning 
to civilization". 

“I think I’m the only woman in 


the fur-buying business in northern 
Ontario,” she said. “I certainly 
don’t claim to be the only one in 
Canada because I’ve read about 
others in the northwest and in Que¬ 
bec. But I was the only one at the 
traders' meetings in Sioux Lookout 
recently. 

Born in Brussels, she came to 
Winnipeg with Her parents as a 
child. Eight years ago she went to 
Uchi Lake and shortly after she 
married the trading post manager. 

"I learned a lot about fur from my 
husband but when he died a year 
ago I felt I was plunging into some¬ 
thing quite new. However, I’m 
learning.” 

Mrs. Johnson is also learning Cree 
because she feels it ig necessary to 
speak the language of the great ma¬ 
jority of the trappers in her area. 

About clothes, she says: 

“New look! No. I don’t like it. It’s 
clumsy. But then, up there I wear 
slack orski pants, sweaters, parka, 
when I’m not handling furs or sup¬ 
plies in the store I’m getting wood 
or water or doing housework. There’s 
really not much time to worry 
about clothes.” 

Mrs. Johnson brought her two 
children, George, six and Lida, three, 
to Winnipeg. George is to start 
school while Linda will have her 
tonsils removed. 

Of the future, she says: 

“I’ll stay there and keep the busi¬ 
ness going. As long as I can make 
a living for my children and myself 
I’m not worried. In fact, I kind of 
like it.” 


BRIEFLY TOLD 


Danish scientists have found trac¬

Romanian Prince 
To Farm In Alberta 


EDMONTON. — Prince Constantin 
Soutzo, 36-year-old former landown¬ 
er in Romania, arrived in Edmonton 
recently after escaping from his 
Communist-dominated homeland. 

The Prince said he could not tell 
how his escape was engineered be¬ 
cause “others may use it’’ but he 
said it involved 30 hours of “terrible 
suspense”. 

Prince Soutzo, an Oxford .graduate, 
siad he was forced to flee when the 
Communists took over the Coverm 
ment of Romania and confiscated a’.J 
land holdings of more than 100 acres. 

Prince Soutzo, his wife, a 19-year- 
old step-daughter, Iona, and a son, 
Alexander, four, escaped to Switzer¬ 
land in August and flew to Canada 
as immigrants. His mother and a 
second step-daughter, Irene, 18, are 
expected to come to Canada soon. 

He plans to take up farming in 
this district. - 


Pasteurized Milk Is Safe. 
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KITCHEN MEDITATIONS 
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APPLE DUMPLINGS 

2 cups sugar 

2 cups water 

1 , teaspoon cinnamon and nutmeg 

1 , cup butter or good shortening 

6 firm cooking apples 

2 cups sifted flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

% cup shortening 

i'z cup milk 

Make syrup of sugar, water, and 
nutmeg and cinnamon; add butter. 
Pare and core apples; cut in eighths. 
Sift flour, salt and baking powder, 
cut in shortening. 

Add milk all at once and stir until 
moistened. Roll Vi inch thick; cut 
in 5-inch squares. Arrange 4 pieces 
of apple on each square; sprinkle 
generously with additional sugar, 
cinnamon and nutmeg; dot with but¬ 
ter. Fold corners to centre; pinch 
edges together. 

Place 1-inch apart in greased bak¬ 
ing dish. Pour over syrup. Bake in 
moderate oven (375 F) for 35 min¬ 
utes. Serve hot with cream. Makes 
6 dumplings.
